Mr. Frick's re- 
covfrj' troin iiis very dangerous injuries 
hae Ixeen very rapid and i«ati«factory and 
bis attendants are now compelled to ad- 
Blit that their judgment was in emor aa 
to the length of tine that mnat aeoesn 
ily elapse to2 complete the care. It is 
ijow thought that the plucky iron mas- 
ter will be on his feet and again pernoii- 
ally afisume the direction of the varied 
interests of the (."ariiej^ie Steel company 
in two or three weeks at the latest. 

Yesterday afternoon would-be assassin 
Berkxnan was given a preliminary hear- 
ing in the county jail office and was ad- 
mitted to bail, aKK^egating i|24,000, 
which was not fnmidhed. and the guilty 
aaarchist was remanded for court. Po- 
lice Judge Grip and Alderman McMa^ 
tere presided at the hearing. Judge 
Grip examined the witnesses on the 
charge of felonious assault, preferred by 
Superintendent of Police O'Mara, ana 
held the prisoner in (10,000. Alderman 
McMasters examined the witnesses on 
three different charges, of entry of a 
boiUUngwith intent to commit a felony, 
one chuge of felonious assault, and an- 
other charge of carrjnng concealed 
weapons. The bail hxed aggregates 
114,000. Tlie elevator man, David 
Fortney, of The Chronicle Telegraph 
bnilding, and Vice Chairman Leish- 
msn, of the Carnegie companv, were 
the only witnesses examineif. tMstrict 
Attorney Burleigh was also present and 
asked the prisoner if be intended to 
shoot Mr. Tielshman. He zepUed: "No, 
I Aid not tvaat to ahoot anybody bat 
Trick." 

"Was it your intention to kill Mr. 

Srick, or just to torture him r" asked 
[r. Burlegh. 

"I wanted to kill him," said Berk- 
man. 

Application was made yesterday even- 
ing lor the release on bail of the three 
•aspects, Bauer, Knold and Mollick, 
now in the Oentrol police station, 
charged as accessories with Berkman. 
They will be given a hearing before 
Judge Grip and the amount of bail 
Bxp<T 

Paul Eckardt, a leader among the 
local anarchiate, has been delegated by 
the local gronpe to look after the legal 
intereats of the impiisoued men, and has 
■eclured the services of Attorney Fried- 
Bian to i;gin«sent Bauer and Kfiold, 
while Attorney Henry Meyer will repre- 
sent Mollick. 

In an interview with Eckardt yester- 
day evening, he said: "We can get til 
the bail we want fur the imprisoned an- 
■rehista. We can easily get |10,000, 
and they should and will be admitted to 
to bail. I know what I am talking 
about when I say they can not do any- 
Uiing with Bauer or Knold. They are 
aaarchiats, it is true, but that is not a 
orima. We will not see them suflfer." 

When asked what tha Allegheny 
groans thought oi Mr. Friok, ha said: 
"Well, they think he is an oppressor of 
labor. He did laore, however, to help 
onr cause along at Homestead than au 
the circulars or tracta wa ooold hava 
published." 

"What do yon think of tha Finkerton 
detectives ?" 

"I think tliey were not treated badly 
enough. They should have all been 
killed. The men should have never let 
them leave town. You see what ia hap- 
pening now, the ttrikaxa aia all Mng 
acreated." 

"Waa Herr Most at Homestead r 

"I guess he was." 

When inlonned that Emma Goldman 
and eastern newspapers claimed that 
Herr Most was an anarchist for revenue, 
Eckardt grew almost furious in his de- 
Bunciatiotts. 

"That is a d— u.Ue," he said. "Moat 
ia a brave man. He wonld die for hia 
caoaa. He has suffered much for an- 
archy's sake. Most loves his fellow- 
workmen, and the dav will coma whaa 
he will be honored by all tha woHdoc- 
men of the ootmtry." 

Eckardt was notiOMhIy MTVoataai 
hurried away in qnaat of AJttanamj 
Fteidman.

AFFAIRS A T H OMESTEAD. 

Tha Praaanea of Soldlara Aloiia Pravents 
an Outbreak. 

HOMBSTBAC, Pa., July 30.— The old 
scanaa that were familiar prior to the 
adrent of tha national goard are being 
re-enacted ia Homeataad. Knots of 
atrlkara ara to be encountered every few 
Tarda on the principal streets, discussing 
the beet and safeat means of routing the 
non-union men now in themiU. While 
"toch ipttrest is t^kep in the disooaaioqii 



the leaders continue to caution the more 
radical men against the employment of 
force. Were it not for the presence of 
the proriaional brigade, however, the 
fanoe around the Carnegie steel plant 
wooM not kof aaparato tha onion and 
waHQaioB nm. 

At fha company's Homestead office 
vaaterday erening it was announced 
that forfy-two Amalgamated men, who 
wei\t out on the 28th of Jwie, have ap- 
^iaa for and recatved their old positions. 
Barly yesterday afternoon word was re- 
ealTMbv A(?ting Chairman Crawford, 
of tha advisory committee, that thirty- 
ftTa non-union men were on their way 
from Indianapolis to Homestead, and 
that they woald reach Pittsburg in the 
evening. A CQDUnittee was sent out 
with instruotiaaa to hateroept the men 
and use all honorable means to prevent 
them reaohing Homestead. Shortly 
after 5 o'clock a telegram was received 
from the ohairman of tlie cumiiiitteH, 
stating that the non-unioiiints had been 
met at Birmingham ntation, Pittsburg, 
and that every one of them agreed to re- 
turn home at once. 

The report that Hugh O'Donnell usd 
deberted the lockcd-out men at Homo- 
stead, and that he had gone to an east- 
em resort to recuperate, is denied by 
Hugh Dempsey, master workman of 
District Assembly No. 8, Knights of 
Labor. To a United Press reporter Mr. 
Dempsey said: "Mr. t)'l)i)tmell is now 
in New York, and yon can .say that he 
is working night and day in the interests 
of the workingmen of Homestead. I am 
in communication with him, but am not 
at liber^ to make public the exact 
natore of hia miarton.** 

Small Riot. 

Homestead, Pa., July 80.— The em- 
ployee of tha Alleghany B sass m er steel 
worka, who wen oat oa a "sympa- 
thetic" strike Friday last, jreoeired their 
pay yeetaiday and Mane lively scenes re- 
sultao. Jdm Foley, Sr., a ocaapanv 
watohman, got into an altarcatlan with 
John Bork, a atrikar. Both men were 
arrested. They wars giT«n a hearing 
before aa alaennan when Foley's son 
came in and attacked Bork. A small 
riot followed, and tha deputy sheriff f 
were powerless to restore order. Word 
was sent to Homestead and the Sheridan 
cavalry responded. Upon reaching 
Daquesne the cavalrjmien charged upon 
the crowd, which they succeedM in dis- 
persing. The two Foleys, fathsr and 
son, were held for riot, bnng taken out 
of town and€r military escort. 

All the employes of the AU^heny 
Da sse m e r StMl company were given 
thair discharge daring tha afternoon. 

COST OF THEiiLOCKOUT. 

Alraady Ovt^r a Million Uullari 8p«iit 
aiKl Not Yet Settled. 

PiTTSBURO, July 30,— The great lock- 
out at Homestead is just one month old 
and has already oost over $1,000,000, be 
sides the sacrifices of a half score of 
human liTca afii aarious injuries to 
many tlaMS that aaaihar. 

Of tha kaa la cadi the military has 
cost in round flnrss $820,000, the work- 
men have lost in wages |l»o,000aud 
Camegies have lost and apant'aa mnoh 
more m getting ney workman. 

The workmen at B e am Fklls, Du 
quesue and the Union ndUa ia Pittsburg 
have lost about |100,000 taliraffes bv 
their sympathy strike, and tha firm is 
ont $100,000 by the idleness ef these 
plants. Added to this will be the county 
expenses for deputy sheriffs and murder 
trials, the expense to the city for hunt- 
ing anarchists, and to the nauon for the 
congressional investigations. Another 
Item of no mean siguiflcance is the loss 
to workmen and manufacturers in plants 
indirectly affected, which have Wn 
forced to close down for want of mat 
tariaL Tha locked-oat workman have 
not aa yet been deprived of any of the 
necessaries of life, and if the fight should 
last several weeks yet, there is no danger 
of the workmen'a fkmiliea ooming to 
actual want. 

Subscriptions have been coming in 
liberally and the relief work has oeen 
carried on jxidiciously und well. Every 
day people come to Amalgamated head- 
quarters and receive orders for groceries 
and proviidons. The funds already col- 
lected will hold out for some time, and 
none of the men are in fear of suffering 
for want of plenty to eat. The people 
receiving aid are principally those wno 
receive |1.40 per day, the cheap laborers 
who left their positions out of sympathy 
forthemembm of tha Amalgamated 
association 



The most significant thing found 
among the effectj^ of Bauer, the aiiurch- 
ist, was a red card in the shape of a 
book that apparently was the "open 
sesame" to anarchist meetings, and was 
held only by those on the inner circle. 
Over the top of the inner side was tha 
legend, "Alarm dub." The next line 
was "Certifioato of membership for 
Henry Bauer." It was signed oy £. 
Koesters, secretary. On the lower page 
were four rows of sqnarea marked by 
dotted lines. Therst were thirteen in 
each line, which gave one for every 
week in the year. 

Apparently whenever the card waa 
presented it was stamped with a rubber 
Btaiup, "Alarm club, in one of the 
squares. The book also contained let- 
tors from August Spies, Nina Van 
Zandt, Herr Most and other anarchist*. 
Among the pictures was one which was 
identihed as that of a man seen with 
Bterkman on .Saturday. Tne police are 
looking for this man, but so far have 
been unable to iind any trace of him. 

The story of the riot among the non- 
union men on the Cincinnati train was 
the invention of a tramp printer and is 
without foundation, lliere was no 
trouble on the train whaterar. The 
men who were on the train are now all 
at woffc ia tha Homastsad plaai

At the Ilomstead plant the force is be 
ing steadily increased. Nearly one hun- 
dred new men were sent up on the Tide

The men are very intelligent and not 
a few are college graduates wlfb, at- 
tracted by the reports of high wages in 
the steel works, prefer learning a trade 
to settling down tu the doubtful p.k- 
pediency of a profession for a liveli- 
nood. 

•jrtapathy from tha Coke Works. 
HoaninAl), Pa., July 80.— At the 
meeting of the advisory committee yes' 
terday. there was preeent a committee 
from the Friok coke works, in tha Con 
nellsviUe region. ThaviBitors told the 
committee that if the Carnegie com 
pany ia sa co e ssfn l in starting up its 
Homestead plant with new men, the 
Frick coke workers would go out. They 
said the man were fully organized, were 
not so poor aa ia foneraUy supposed, and 
ooald stand ssvdU aMmths stnka. 

BY ARBITRATION. 

Tba Waga Qaaatlon Now Approaoklac s 
■ottlonaat. 

PiTTsuruo, July W. -The difference* 
between the manufiK turers and the 
Amalgamated association wage l onnuit 
tee will now donbtle.-s lie soltle.l li\ 
arbitration. At last We^lp.e-dax's con 
ference, D. R. Olliver, representing the 
manufacturers, made a xmanimous 
proposition to arbitrate the <litferences 
under the, as yet, untried Wallace act 
of \>iM. There was considerable discuS' 
sion. 

The .\jnal>,'aiiiated committee, after a 
private I oil' iiltation, announce<l that the 
matter won hi be considered. It i.- 
learned that the hands of the Amal- 
gamated committee were tied, but that 
the iiropoMtiou has been referred to all 
the local lodges with favorable recom 
mendations by the committee, and it in 
confidently expected by both sides that 
this plan will be put into effect at the 
next conference meeting, to be held next 
Thnrsday. 

Securrd Nu Man. 
Kent, O. , .Inly 30.— A representative 
of the Carne'^ie company was here try 
ing to secure workmen to go to Home 
stead. A renresentative of the strikers, 
who wiu here a few days ago, however, 
seems to have put a stuiiibling blook Ib 
his way and no men were secured. 

OUtRAGUL AND L YNCHING. 

Twe Brales Pvaperljr Traatoa by a Ten- 
nessee Mok. 

KiroxniXB. July M.— In Campbell 

county, Thursday, Andy Besliears and 
John Willis entered William Dilkes 
home and kiioi ked him down, hound 
an<l ga;:i,'eil iiim and nutra:<ed his wife 
b' fore his eves. They then fled. A 
po-se captiireil them yesterday and 
Dilkes ati4 iiipted to >hoot them but tlie 
sheriff di.sarnied him. Uilkes had bt>en 
nianit il hi.t a few months, The men 
were his rivals and committed the out- 
rage oat of revenge. Lynohiiig is prob- 
able. 

A telegram received at 1'2;:!0 this 
morning states tfiat the two men were 
lynched alxiut ijiiclin^'lit . A molj of Mi) 
men went tu .lacks) K)rough. There they 
found the two prisoners hiding in a 
house. The ollicers were overpowered 
and the men carried out to a tree. They 
were made to stand on a gate >antil the 
ropes were tixetl. Then the gate was 
swuug around on its hinges and both 
BMawant into eternity, side by aids.

TRADE REVIEW. 

Extreme Hot Weather Cheeks 
All Kinds of Business. 



STILL IT IS REPORTED GOOD. 



Tha Volama Conaiilarabla la Cscota Ovet 

Tli:«t of I. i-l V.'ur— Tlir Crop Outlook 
Decidedly liuproving — No SIgua ol 
Tbroatenea DisSnrbnnoa of Any Kind. 

Nkw York, Jnly :10.-R. O. Dun & 
Company's weekly review of trade says 
Extreme hot weather for an i tirire week 
has checikedmanj- kinds of business, but 
has not prevented a considerable excess 
in the volnmejof trade over that of last 
year. 

The crop outlook on the whole is de- 
cidedly improving. Money has been 

abundant and cheaj), and ( ollectmnc 
generally good for the season, ami thei t 
are no signs of thrcitened ilistui bame. 
The great interru]ition of iron and steel 
niaunfactnre at the west continues, but 
there are distinct signs of probable set- 
tlement. Fini'-hed products of iron and 
steel are stronger and V*:! to f-') per ton 
higher, but greater ilemor.ilization is ex- 
pected in i>ig iron unless more of tlie 
coiicuiiiinu' works start si)eedily. llir 
antl slieet iron are very active, and man- 
ufacturers of plate anil structural iron 
have more orders than tliey can well 
handle, bat no improvsmant is saan in 

rails. 

In wooiens i nero is a tjetter aeman-i 
and more activity is seen in purchases ot 
wool while the c. ittoii luilN coiitinue to 
do Well. Hoot and vhue slio]i- are run- 
ning' full of busines.s and shipments ex- 
ceed la.st year's, bein>r for the vear thus 
far 'J,!!.")*;,!**)!) ca.ses against I .!Mi7,0(i(i to 
date last year. Shipments of hides from 
('liiraL.Co have b.-. n 110.(1(10,000 poUlde 
again.~t '.iT.o(i,i.(iu() la.st year. 

Business at Hostun is active in dry 
goods and cotton, and woolen mills are 
well emiiloyed. as are boiit and shoe 
shops. The demand for leather is 
steady, nianuf.icturers buying freely. 
Wool is free ,uid active with sales of 
7,')('0.<)i>(l pounds and prosjiects of letter 
prices. At Philadelphia manufactured 
iron improves, and the Heafling coal 
business is very active, wool is firm 
with increasing demand, the market 
for woolen uoods enlarging, and dry 
goods ;,'enerally are more active in spite 
of the weaTher, distribution being very 
fa VI 'ralile. 

.\t I'altiinore hot weather retards 
imich trade, though in <lry goods, boots 
and shoes and furr.ishing goutls it ex- 
cee<ls last year s. The tin can and box 
factories itie running full, kthI the pack- 
ers re.joice in living prices. At Pitts- 
burg prodiu'ts of iron and steel grow 
stronger, and window glass is fairly act- 
ive, but coal dull. Dry goi>ds have im- 
]iroved at Ciiicinnati, the crojis h,itk liet- 
ter than a year ago, and the general 
prr)spect is very fair. At Cleveland 
trude IS fairly .active in spite of the 
Weather, and the whole i>rinhii tion of 
manufactured iron is ipuckly absorbed. 

Trade is (|niet at Detroit, but crops 
are turnuig out better than was expect- 
ed. Tnule and collections arc better 
than .1 year ai;o at Chicago, even retail 
tiadi- uu re.isiiiLC in spite of the weather. 
Kei '-i|its of wheat, corn and cheese fall 
a tiiird ami fif vye and <lressed beef one- 
half Udow last year's, but some increase 
is seen in wool, butter and hogs, a gain 
of a quarter in fiour, a third in cured 
niea's, while receipts of oats ;ind lanl 
;ire double, and of barley eight times 
la>t vear'o Business is moi'e i)r<(sperous 
fit >rilwaukec, and up to tlie aveiaLre at 
St. Paul, v. ii li excell.'iit crop pr^ •>perts, 
but Mitmeaijolis I'eports -.onie in.iury by 
heavy i^torin-. 

In spite of the hot weather at Omaha 
trade in sh()es, givu-ei'cies, and drv goods 
is active, and fairly active at Kansas 
City, with receipts i.f rattle heavy and 
of f;rain liberal. Little improvenieiit ap- 
jiears at Memphis or Little Ibick, and 
tra<le is dull at New (Jrleaiis, thougli 
prospects are l)ii;;liter therw and at 
Savannah. Speculation has been curi- 
oii--iy atfecfed liy the pro.--i>ect that the 
Hatch anti-option bill will fail and wliile 
cotton has ajlvanced a (jnarter with 
enoriiioiin .-^fii.-.i of iTO.OoO hales, and lard 
aiid coffee are higher, and corn three- 
quarters of a Cent higher for early de- 
livery, the supply Ix'ing scarce, wh(»at 
has fallen thre(> and three-fourth cents 
with salt's of only l."),()()O.0O0, bushels and 
oats half a cent. Western receipts 
of wheat are heavy, ;f,'>-14,0()0 bushels in 
four daj's against o.xports of ii'i(),(Ki() 
bushels. 

Itpceipts of cott<in are lij;ht and e.x- 
port.-. ^llghtly more than last year, but 
sales of phantom stock exceed sales of 
tiingilile and visible cotton about '0 to 
10. The syndicate is said to have sold 
ont all its old copper, and the price is 
strong at (deven and one-hclf to twelve 
cent--, but le;ul is Weak with some sales 
at four cent^, and tin with (juotatiuns at 
L'0,4 > i-ent.s. Sales of coal are not dis- 
coverable ami it is called the dullest 
July on rucord, but another aOfVW vp> 
ward in prices is expected. 

Mone.\ hiin been extremely easy at 1 
1-2 per cent, unil from nearly all points 
come reports that the markets ure well 
Rupplie<l and the daniand generally light, 
though improvement is sewn at wmie 
Yet the exports of about $4,000,000 gold 
this week ar« not altogether encouraging 
to tliose who calculate that, with con- 
ffress ont of the way, a better foreign 
ueiiiand for American securities may oe 
exp«cttHl. It often hapiiens that such 
hopes are unrealize<l. Tne treasury is 
gradually strengthening itself, as is 
needful and comparatively easy at this 
season, hut when the fall demand for 
money to move ths crops l>«gin8 in 
earnest, pressure in the money markets 
may speeilily appear unless money comes 
bac°K trc»m abroail in large ain<>unts. 

American buyers of stock are en- 
couraged by improved crop jiroepecte, 
and by the belief that the traffic in con- 
nection with the world's fair wiU help 
all the trs^H lin^s^ and fitting ^« pa^t

Haw YoKK, July 80,— Special tele- 
grams to Brad.«treets say that in tha 
province of Ontario new wheat is being 
receivetl, weighing sixty and sizty-two 
pounds to the busnel.

1 CUcago Repablican Tells Why He Will 
Vote For Cleveland. 



Sdward Maher Arraigns the Protect- 
BTitem— An Iatertit< 
iBffUlttr. . 



(Chioaso Henld, July 24.] 
Edward Maher has left the Republican 
party and joinecl the Democratic ranks. 
It has been known for some time that Mr. 
Malter contemplated this action, and the 
nimor with an interview with the young 
attorney was printed in the Herald two 
days ago. At that time Mr. Maher did. 
not •pedflcally deny that he had been 
convicted and was about to Ix'coiiie con- 
verted, but he said no one was authorized 
to say that he contemplated inch an ac- 
tfcw. Yeiterday he made his formal pro- 
. feeaion of faith. He made it in the form 
of a letter addressed to H. C. Staver, 
President of the Thirty-first Ward Re- 
publican Club, in wliidi lie rf.si>,'ui:< his 
membership and gives hin reasons for so 
doing. He concludeu the document by 
saying that he will vote for Mr. Cleveland 
tlii.s full in preference to Mr. Harrison. 

Mr. Maber's reasons for resigning from 
the Republican elnb In his ward are 
purely political, he pays, and ho bases his 
action upon the ground that the tariff is 
•tax and ongfat to be disoontinaed or re- 
duced. In making his resignation from 
the Republican club of the Thirty-first 
ward and the formal method bjr which he 
withdrew from the party it represents, 
Mr. Maher talces occasion to score the G. 
O. P., and does it in strong terms. The 
yoong lawyer has been active and influ- 
ential in the Republican party in the 
First district, and came prominently for- 
ward two years ago, when he ran for 
County Judge on that ticket, and went 
down with it. His letter to President 
Staver is long and strong. In the course 
of it he says:
